With  McKay’s  death,  leadership 
of  the  Church  passes  temporarily 
to  the  Council  of  the  Twelve 
Apostles.  The  council  will  meet 
today  to  complete  plans  for 
McKay’s  funeral,  which  will  be  at 
noon  Thursday  in  the  Salt  Lake 
Tabernacle. 

The  council  is  expected  to  name 


the  next  president  a few  days 
after  the  funeral. 

President  McKay’s  survivors 
include  his  widow,  Emma,  and 
four  sons  and  two  daughters: 
David  Lawrence  McKay,  a Salt 
Uke  City  attorney;  Dr.  Llewelyn 
R.  McKay,  head  of  the

Into  his  85th  year  he  walked 
with  an  erect  and  vigorous  step. 
Then  age  took  its  toll.  He  was 
confined  to  his  home  with 
influenza  in  1958,  and  later  that 
year  underwent  surgery  for 
removal  of  eye  cataracts. 

But  President  McKay  continued 
to  direct  the  affairs  of  his  office. 
At  age  95  he  still  held  regular 
meetings  with  his  counselors  and 
with  the  general  authorities  of  the 
Church.

Cameron  Stresses  Standards 


J . Elliot  Cameron,  dean  of 
students,  has  released  the 
following  letter; 

Dear  Students: 

Before  you  registered  for  fall 
semester  you  received  through  the 
mail  a letter  from  me  which 
included  a copy  of  the  Code  of 
Student  Conduct.  That  letter 
indicated  the  “Standards  of 
BYU,”  “Proper  Dress  for  BYU 
Students”  and  “Free  Agency  for 
BYU  Students”  as  quoted  from 
the  President’s  letter  to  your 
parents. 

One  of  the  most  challenging 
problems  at  BYU  is  that  of  the 
acceptance  of  proper  standards  of 
dress  and  appearance  by  all  of  our 
students.  Criticism  comes  from 
many  directions-from  a relatively 
small  number  of  people  who  feel 
that  we  have  no  business  trying  to 
set  any  kind  of  standard  at  all  and 
from  a larger  number  who  feel 
that  we  are  not  doing  sufficient  to 
maintain  our  stated  standards. 

Image  Built 

I wish  it  were  possible  to 
convey  to  every  student  at  BYU 
how  important  it  is  for  each  one 
ot  be  exemplary  in  his  living  the 
principles  of  the  Gospel,  and  in 
maintaining  proper  standards  of 
dress  and  appearance.  What  we  do 
here  at  BYU,  whether  we  believe 
it  or  not,  establishes  an  image  of 
the  Church  in  the  minds  of 
members  and  nonmembers  alike, 
and  often  is  used  throughout  the 
Church  as  justification  for  either 
conforming  or  not  conforming  to 
certain  standards. 

We  have  tried  earnestly  to 
obtain  the  support  of  every 
student  to  uphold  standards 
previously  clarified  by  the 
President,  which  include:  Being 
clean  and  well-groomed;  Avoiding 
the  wearing  of  mini-skirts,  which 


means  that  skirts  and  dresses 
should  be  of  modest  length,  and 
they  should  not  be  too  tight 
fitting;  Avoiding  long  hair,  beards, 
and  grubby  appearance. 

Each  student  who  came  fall 
semester  understood  that  his  right 
to  register  or  to  continue  at  BYU 
is  contingent  upon  his  strict 
observance  of  all  University  rules 
and  regulations.  Most  of  you,  I am 
pleased  to  indicate,  have  accepted 
and  kept  the  standards.  However, 
there  are  some  among  you,  who, 
for  one  excuse  or  another,  have 
failed  to  keep  your  word  of 
honor.  We  feel  that  your  abiding 
by  the  standards  you  accepted 
when  you  registered  is  a matter  of 
personal  honor.  Karl  G.  Maeser,  in 
his  first  address  to  the  student 
body,  said  he  was  putting  each 
student  on  his  honor.  When  asked 
as  to  what  he  meant  by  Word  of 
, Honor,  he  said,  “I  will  tell  you 
w hat  I mean.  Place  me  behind 
prison  walls-walls  of  stone  ever 
so  high,  ever  so  thick,  reaching 
ever  so  far  into  the  ground— there 
is  a possibility  that  in  some  way 
or  another  I may  be  able  to 
escape;  but  stand  me  on  the  floor 
and  draw  a chalk  line  around  me 
and  have  me  give  my  word  of 
honor  never  to  cross  it.  Can  I get 
out  of  that  circle?  No,  never!” 

Want  Definitions 

Probably  the  most  common 
excuse  given  by  those  who  do  not 
conform  to  standards  is  that  they 
want  some  kind  of  precise 
definition  regarding  each 
standard.  We  have  purposely 
avoided  setting  specific 
mathematical  measurements  for 
dress  and  grooming  because  to  do 
so  would  substitute  the  letter  for 
the  spirit.  If  you  have  questions  as 
to  general  guidelines  for  proper 
dress,  you  are  invited  to  contact 


the  Dean  of  Women,  who  will  be 
glad  to  discuss  this  matter. 

You  are  well  aware  that  we  are 
not  able  to  accommodate  all  who 
would  like  to  enroll  at  BYU.  For 
this  reason  our  policy  must  be  to 
give  preference  to  those  who  are 
willing  to  support  the  standards  as 
established.  If  you  are  one  who 
chooses  not  to  comply  with  BYU 
standards,  we  ask  you  not  to 
register  next  semester. 

By  your  actions  you  prove  your 
allegiance  to  the  school  and  its 
program.  We  seek  your 
cooperation  and  commitment, 
individually  and  collectively.
